Our citizens, both in town and coun-
try, should .4t all times be on their
guard in order to prevent being swin-
dled. So many different ways and means
are now used by these sharpers, that it
is sometimes almost impossible to de-
tect them until too Iate. By represent-
ing themselves as agents of some good,
relisble firm, and offering liberal induce-
ments, they often succeed in taking in
some of our shrewidest business men.
For example an agent comes around
taking subscriptions for some of the city
Newspapers. In order to induce per-
sons to subscribe, he says they arc pre-
paring a Directory of the State in which
way they expect to get their money
back. Or they intend getting out small
pamphlets to be distributed throughout
the eounty in great numbers. To satisfy
you that all is right, he will sholv youa
certificate signed by the publishers of
the paper, to all appearance, with the
name of one of the regular agents, in-
serted as his own,authorizing him to
take subseriptions. You pay him for the
paper, which is always paidiin advance,
he gives you a receipt, and goes off,
promising to send you the;pamphlets in
two or three weeks, at least just as soon
as they can be printed. The papers are
perhaps sent you for three or six
months, sometimes not at all, and yon
look in vain for your advertisements.
Such swindles have been perpetrated
here in our own town by would-be-
agents from some of the large cities.
Below we give an extract from the
Cleveland Herald showing up one of
these swindles:

“The gay swindler, arrayed’in “shin-
ing store elothes"—none of your linsey-
woolsey or homespun, but purpleand
fine linen, metaphorically spuhng;i)—
proaches his victim, whom he gene
finds at work in the fleld. With ths m—
most suavity he skirmishes around with
4 few flattering remarks about the fine
appearance of the farm and erops,snd
then boldly attacks the enemy. Heis
agent for the Cleveland Metalic Rooting
Company, that is he says so, and s in-

trod a new method of preserving
roofs. By careful inquiry he has ascer-
tained that the person addressed isa

gentleman olpwhh}'ud!nﬂuenu, who
would make a reliable and trustworthy
agent. If he will give a little attention

Judge Welker's Lecture.

Hon. M. Welker deliveral a Tecture in
Town Hall, on Tuesday evening, which
was very interesting to all who heard
it. His subje -t was oneof special inter-
est, being, “A Trip to California; Y«
Semite Valley, Sult Lake City, &e., &
The Judge began by giving a general
deseription of the geography of our
country from the Atlantic to the Pacifie.
A party of eight persons left New York
in a special car, which landed them in
San Franciseo. At Omaha the people
asked them if they were going west?
Describing the Platte Valley, Buffalg
Range, Black Hills, he passed on and
gave a fine description of the Rocky
Mountains. On the top of these mount-
ains Is a vast plain on which no vegeta-
tion grows, being too high for vegetable
life. The atmosphere iz very clear, so
elear that Long’s Peak ean be seen at
a distance of ninety miles. He then
gave a graphic deseription of Salt Lake
Valley. All rivers in the Valley run
into the Salt Lake which has no outlet.
Humbolt river runs into the ground.
We have not time to follow him through
to San Francizeo and the many places of
interest in Caltfornia, but will only
mention one or two.

The Geysers are hot springs spouting
out of the side of the Sierra Nevada
Mountain about one hundred miles from
San Francisco. Then again there is the
grove of Big Trees, some of which are
84 feet in circumference. The Fallen
Monarch is 30 feet in diameter and the
body that remains, is 200 féet long. This
would make 800 cords of wood if cut
up. Twelve of their party rode into
one of the hollow trecs, and stood there
on their horses. These trees are ever-
green, something like Arbor Vit
They then passed on to the Yo Semite
Valley. This is one of the grandest
places in the world. The Valley is ten
miles long and one mile in width. Solid
granite rocks stand on either side per-
pendicular, one mile bigh. From In-
spiration Point at the top of this Valley,
shrubs are seen in the valley below.
When you get down to them, however,
you find they are 200 feet high. There
are several waterfalls in the Yo Semite
River which runs over this vast ledge.
First fall Is 1,600 feet,second 750 and the
thind about 400 feet. There are other
fulls of a thousand feet. What grand-
eur in nature here!
